The Athletics and Outdoor Education 
Division of the Recreation and Cultural 
Development Branch of the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary, in co-opera- 
ticn with the local Recreation Boards, 
and in co-sponsorship with the Alberta 
Amateur Hockey Association, will con¬ 
duct four regional clinics for hockey 
coaches at Falher, Wainwright, Red Deer 
and Hanna, on Saturday and Sunday, 
December 8 and 9, 1963. 

Those who may attend are coaches, 
teachers and recreation leaders over the 
age of seventeen, who are interested in 
gaining further knowledge of coaching 
techniques in hockey. Special emphasis 
will be placed on the coaching at age 
levels from 10 to 12 years. These are 
the first of a number of regional clinics 
which will take place throughout the 
province during the forthcoming hockey 
season. 

A number of qualified instructors who 
are concurrently involved in active 
coaching will conduct the clinics. These 
clinics are the first step in a long range 
plan to upgrade the level of hockey 
coaching with an immediate goal of more 
active participation by the youth of 
Alberta. 


Miss Evelyn Hage has consented to 
act as instructor for the correspondence 
section of the first year In-Service Course 
for Recreation Directors. Miss Hage is a 
graduate of the University of Alberta, 
majoring in sociology, and took post¬ 
graduate work in sociology at the Uni¬ 
versity of London, England. She served 
as superintendent of playgrounds and 
recreation centres with the Edmonton 
Recreation Department for four years, 
during which time she was responsible 
for many new recreation programs. 

Presently Miss Hage is a teacher in 
Physical Education for the Calgary Pub¬ 
lic School Board, at Crescent Heights 
School. An active member of the execu¬ 
tive of the Health and Physical Educa¬ 
tion Council, she is also a member of 
the Alberta Recreation Association, 
C.A.H.P.E.R., and served as chairman 
of the “Greater Use of Schools” commit¬ 
tee study.

Post-graduate scholarships are de¬ 
signed to assist persons already holding 
a Bachelor’s Degree in Physical Educa¬ 
tion or Recreation to proceed to the 
master’s or doctor’s degree in Physical 
Education or Recreation. 

The scholarships and fellowships are 
granted on a “merit” basis and do not 
take into account individual financial 
need. With the large number of appli¬ 
cations being received, and the limita¬ 
tions on the number of scholarships and 
fellowships available, awards will be 
made to those ranking highest. All ap¬ 
plications will receive the same careful 
assessment and will be ranked in order 
of merit. 

It is essential that applicants obtain 
grades of sufficiently high calibre to 
justify the receipt of such an award. 
Applicants who have had successful ex¬ 
perience as professional practitioners 
will be given preference. 

Post-graduate scholarship applications 
will be considered in two categories:— 
i) Those who have had successful experi¬ 
ence as professional practitioners for 
three years or longer, and who have at¬ 
tained an average of at least second 
class standing in the last two years of 
undergraduate study. No special credit 
will be given to experience beyond five 
years. ii)Those who have had less than 
three years successful experience as 
professional practitioners in the field 
who have attained oustanding scholar¬ 
ship records.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION, RECREATION 
SCHOLARSHIPS AND BURSARIES ARE 
AVAILABLE TO ALBERTA STUDENTS 


Scholarships and bursaries are avail¬ 
able to students of physical education 
or recreation in Canada, under the terms 
of the federal Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Act C-131. Following are the regu¬ 
lations concerning the awarding of these 
aids: 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Scholarships shall be awarded only to 
a student on entering the first year of a 
course leading to a degree or diploma in 
physical education or recreation and 


shall be for one academic year in any 
recognized institution in Canada. 

Scholarships shall be awarded on a 
competitive basis to students with a high 
academic standing which justifies schol¬ 
arship recognition; and this is inter¬ 
preted by this Province as follows: 

1. Any student with 75% or better 
average will qualify for a five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) scholarship. 

2. A student with an average between 
70% and 75% will be considered for 
scholarship on a sliding scale.

BURSARIES 

1. Shall be awarded to students in a 
course leading to a degree or diploma 
in physical education or recreation, but 
may be awarded for any academic year 
for such course in any recognized insti¬ 
tution in Canada. 

2. Shall be in an amount which takes 
into account the means of the student 
and may be given to a scholarship recipi¬ 
ent to meet special need. 

3. These bursaries shall be awarded 
only to students who have attained a 
satisfactory educational standing and this 
is interpreted by this province to mean 
60 % or better standing.
